Herr BENJAMIN HIRSCH, Halberstadt. 


The death has occurred, at Carlsruhe, in his 7lst year, of Kommerzienra: 
Benjamin Hirsch, the head of the firm of Aron Hirsch and Sons, the famous 
metal merchants. | 

Benjamin Hirsch was a remarkable example of the way in which adhesion t 
the strictest observance of the practice of Judaism has not militated agains! 
commercial success. His business was rigidly 
closed on Sabbaths and Festivals, and in con- 
junction with his Jewish staff the ordinary daily 
services were often read at the office. On his 
travels he was accustomed to take his own kosher 
provisions and utensils. He was greatly 
interested in Jewish affairs, was a prominent 
supporter of the Hilfsverein, and helped to found 
the General Jewish Colonising Organisation. lle 
was related to Rabbi Dr. Huildesheimer, and 
generously supported the Seminary which bears 
his name. He also took a prominent part in the 
work of the League for the Interests of Orthodox 
Judaism. In addition, his private charity was 
vast and varied, his office in Halberstadt being a 
veritable Board of Guardians.’’ 

Benjamin Hirsch was the grandson of the 
original founder of the firm and was instrumental, 
during the half-century he was connected there- 
with, in building up the business to its present 
world-wide importance. His commercial genius was } | 
exceptional, his clear and rapid perception of the most intricate matters being one 
of his most marked characteristics.

The Possibility of a Libel Action.

In the first 
ace it is hard to determine who should act as plaintiff, the Jewish com- 
unity not being a recognised legal entity. It is also recalled that the libel action 
ustituted last year against the editor of the Russkoe Znamya, M. Dubrovin, for 
‘ccusing a Smolensk Jew of ritual murder, was unsuccessful. The authorities at 
>t. Petersburg, to whom the writ against M. Dubrovin was sent, informed the 
police of Smolensk that they had been unable to find M. Dubrovin in St. Peters- 
burg! It will suffice to state that only last week the Prefect of the capital him- 
self transmitted to the elusive Honorary Chairman of the Real Russians the Tsar’s

The Situation at Kieff.—The Premier’s Praise for Kieff Nationalists. 


The situation at Kieff is still regarded as precarious. Itis known that pogrom

THE KING OF ITALY AT THE FLORENCE SYNAGOGUE, 


Enthusiastic Scenes. 

In fultilment of a promise n.ade some time ago, the King of Italy paida 
visit last week to the magnilicent synagogue in Florence. Although the visit had 
been timed for two o'clock in the afternoon, the Via Farini was crowded at an early 
hour with Jews who were auxious to demonstrate their affectionate loyalty to the 
Sovereign and to appreciate his thoughtful act. When His Majesty, riding ina 
motor-car, entered the vast garden of the synagogue, he was greeted with frantic 
cheering, which lasted several minutes. The President of the Community, Signor 
Vitta, who was the first to greet the King, was one of the most distinguished 
officers in the suite of His Majestv’s father, the late King Humbert, in the cam: 
pain of 1866. After cordially shaking hands with Chief Rabbi Dr. Margulies, the 
King entered the synagogue, which was brilliantly illuminated and handsomely 
decorated. A brief discourse was delivered by the Chief Rabbi, whom His 
Majesty subsequently thanked for the loyal and patriotic terms in which it was 
couched. The Ark was opened, and when the splendid ornaments to the Serolls of 
the Law were disclosed to view, the King was loud in bis expressions of admura- 
tion. In subsequent conversation he displayed a deep knowledge of Jewish history 
and literature, and made frequent reference to his visit to Palestine, where he came 
into contact with the Samaritans. On his departure the King was again the object 
of an enthusiastic demonstration. 


THE JEWS IN THE RUSSIAN

Protests continue to pour into the Duma and Ministry of War against the 
decision of the Defence Committee to exclude Jews from the army. Poltava has sent 
a protest signed by a Jewish Crimean veteran, M. Gutman, who had been decorated 
six times for bravery, obtaining a special rescript from the Grand Duke Michael 
Nikolayevitch. The other signatory members of the Jewish community included 
ex-warriors, holding the Georgian Order (corresponding to the English V.C.), and 
several conscripts wounded in the late war. “The blood of the Jewish heroes,” 
they wrote, “cries from the ground against the decision of the Defence Com-

mittee.” The Home! Rabbis and Jewish ex-conscripts have expressed in_ their 
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petition the hope that the Duma will not let the Jews become a prey to a handful 
of “ black ” patriots and prevent their children from being brought up in love for 
their fatherland. Fifty-five Moscow Jewish doctors (who served in the Army 
Ambulance Corps in the late war), the Jewish volunteers of the Moscow district,

The Trouble in Morocco.

PARIS, 

Qn the 10th M iv the .! ditte eile received a letter, dated April 
24th, from M. Elmaleh, the headmaster of its schools at Fez. He states that. 
contrary to the advice of the French Consul, the schools were reopened imme 
diately after Passover, but as the parents were terror-stricken by the events that 
were taking place, many of them did not venture to send their children. The 
Girls’ School is even more deserted than the Boys’ School. as parents were afraid 
to let voung girls pass through the streets in these troubled times. 

The Al/ivnece has also received a letter, dated 4th Mav. from M. Moval. Head 
master of the school at Mequinez. He describes the attacks made on the town in 
the middle of April by Berbers, and the défence by Jews and Mohammedans. The 
Berbers had some twenty killed, and four Jews were wounded. one of them 
dangerously. The assailants retired on the 19th April, so that the Jews were able 
to spend the last two days of Passover in comparative tranquillity. With the 
exception of some 100 to 150 who were among the combatants, all the adult male 
Jews during the assault passed the time in the synagogues reciting Selichoth and 
sounding the Shop/har. 

There has been « panic in the Jewish quarter of Alcazar, owing to rumours of 
an appending attack on the tuwn by the mountain tribes from the South-East. 
Precautions being taken for defence, the panic subsided.— Times,

ALEXANDRIA. 

On Sunday Apri! 30th the annual meeting of the contributing members of th: 
Jewish community here was held under the presidency of Baron Jacques di 
Menasce. He gave an erpos’ of the general situation of the community and 
reviewed its various institutions and the expenditure they entailed. In former 
years the expenses exceeded the revenue, but this year the President was in the 
happy position of announcing that the accounts showed a surplus of £1,200, 

On the ith May the Khedive arrived here and held a reception tn his palace. 
Among the large number of Jews who were admitted into His Highness’s presence: 
were Dr. Valensin Bey, Chief Physician of the Jewish Hospital, the Barons Felis 
and Jacques de Menasce, and the well-known merchant, M. Stross. Norsa Bey 
Comptroller of the Municipality, was received in private audience, and had the 
vratification of learning from the Khedive that he had been appointed, together 
with the Governor of Alexandria, to represent the city at the Internationa! 
Exhibition in Rome. 

Hitherto Turkish subjects who had occasion -to settle in Egypt, were not 
molested, and the young men among them were not handed over to the Turkish 
authorities when summoned to military service. For some time past, howeve: 
several young Jews and Greeks have been arrested pending their being sent to 
Turkey for enrolment in the Army The entire Press, European and Arabic 
have raised energetic protests against these proceedings and express the hopé that 
they will be stopped. 


HONOURS FOR EGYPTIAN JEWS. 


The Khedive has conferred the title of Pasha on Moise Bey Cattaui and 
M. Joseph. Cattaui-Aslan, both of whom have played a notable part in Egyptian 
finance. An account of Moise Cattaui VPasha’s 
work on behalf of the Jewish community of 
Cairo, together with a portrait, appeared in 
our issue of the 5th inst., in the course of 
an interview with his nephew, Mr. Jack N. 
Mossert. He is President of the community 
and head of the Jewish Free Schools. His 
banking house has plaved a considerable role 
in financing several of the enterprises which 
are now contributing to the prosperity of 
Egypt, and it is no doubt in recognition of 
these services that this honour has been con 
ferred upon him and his relative.

communal leaders, but certainly their Russian brethren deserved to be blamed 
for the poor support they had given the Zionist schemes. He regretted that the 
local Rabbonim, with the two exceptions of Rabbi Yotley and the Rev. M. M. 
Cohen, were not preaching Zionism in their synagogues. or the position Jews 
were in in England, he thought the Rabbonim were much to blame. 

Rabbi I. J. YOrrry said it was not so much the shekel itself, but a sincere 
and true feeling towards the Zionist movement which Was S80 much required, lle 
pleaded for the cultural siie of the movement, to which Zionists had not devoted 
sufficient attention. Whilst they must at all times be loval to the country in 
which they now lived, and do their duty mghtly as good citizens, yet they must 
never lose sight of the fact that it could not be their country as Jews—it was only 
a temporary home. Thev must one and all strive continually for Palestine, and 
do their utmost in the interests of Zionism to attain their object, Palestine had 
always been held so dear to them that many were willing to pay a lot of money 
for earth to be placed on their graves. Why should they not pay something to 
vet the land while alive The number of Shekolim sold was not 
evervthing, it was rather the numbet of Zionists they could get that mattered, 

Mr. VP. M. RASKIN (Leeds) said those who believed in Zionism were taught 
the lesson of not despairing it atforce d them the means to attain certain ideals 
in life, and the knowledge that there was a grand object to obtain in the Zionist 
goal. They must support their leaders and have confidence in them and each one 
do his utmost for the Zionist movement. 

Dr. WEITZMANN, M.Se.. said he had been to Warsaw for a few days and 
spoke of the position of his coreligionists in Russia. He had advocated at the 
Fourth Conyress the development of the cultural part of the programme, but the 
tabbonim had opposed it. Now the Rabbonim were changing their opinion and 
pleading for culture. A time would come when thev would probably appeal for 
llebrew, they had opposed at the Leeds Conyress. The chief opponents of 
Zionism in Palestine were the Rabbonim, and these ought to be their chief sup 
porters. He pleaded for more practical work Let people settle in the land and

In the course of his address, Mr. MONTEFIORE said that it was a great 
pleasure and privilege to him for visit one of the branches of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association. He was aware that he was speaking to practical people who would 
inderstand that it was his purpose that day to obtain a large and more steady 
support from Leeds for the Association he represented. Though his hearers had, 
10 doubt, many communal burdens to bear, the claims of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association should not be neglected by them. The Jews of one country could not 
‘solate themselves from their brethren elsewhere, as the status of their less for- 
‘unate brethren in some parts of the world was the concern of the whole Jewish 
mice. Such concern must take the form of practical aid in pounds, shillings and 
pence, and must not be allowed to evaporate in mere expressions of sympathy. 
lhe work of the Anglo-Jewish Association proved conclusively that it was possible 
by co-operation to ameliorate the condition of coreligionists in many parts of the 
globe. This amelioration had been effected through protection from the outside, 
and regeneration, uplifting and enlightenment from within, by the assistance of 


people more happily situated than those affected. Two plague spots, viz., 
Russia and Roumania, still remained impervious to the efforts of the 
Association, and, unfortunately, but little had been done there to end 
the persecutions to which coreligionists were subjected. ‘This should 
be an incentive to further effort; an increase of numbers. brought 


increase of power for doing good. Every suhscription of even five shillings to the 
Association strengthened the hands of the Conncil. Toa Jewish audience it was 
not necessary to emphasise the needs of education, as in all generations special 
stress had been laid upon what was generally named secular and religious education ;

Mr. M. Sclare, the Secretary of the Jewish Tailors’ Trade Union, 
in the course of the seventeenth annual report, refers to the 
opening of the Trades Unfon Institute. The necessity and use 
fulness of such a home for the collective use of the members was 
amply verified during the late dispute. “* Happily,” he remarks, “ with peace in 
our borders, as well as the good trade which has obtained during the year 1910, 
we have been able to complete our building, and yet finish the year with more 
money to our credit than the end of the previous year.” The net increase of 
membership during the year 1910 was 200, making a total membership of 950. 
The Union started 1910 with a sum amoanting to £651 and finished with a balance 
of £936. an increase of £305, being the second highest balance since the formation 
of the Union. The income for the vear was £722, or £162 more than the previous 
year. ‘This increase 1s mainly due to the increase in membership. The contribu 
tions increased from £497 in the previous year to £625 in 1910. The entrance 
fees increased from £45 to £70, which is a record, being the highest amount since

As 
they were led to execution for resisting the Procurator’s decrees, the latter wept 
bitterly. whereupon Rabbi Simeon said to him

ATION OF THE VLAGUE,. 

It happened that at the time of their execution, Rabbi Akiba 
the open fields surrounded by thousands of his disciples. When they heard the 
evil tidings they tore their garments and began to weep aloud; but the Rabbi 
addressing them reproved their tears, bidding them not to weep for the righteous 
dead but for the calamities that would shortly fall upon those who were not so fit 
to meet death ;: and bade them put away al! sin and pride. Hts prophecy was 
very speedily and terribly fulfilled. A pestilence broke out and raged among bis 
followers and disciples. The flower of the Jewish youth perished in its prime, 
every body went about in mourning array, and the voice of joy and feasting was 
utterly silenced. This scourge raged during the time of the Omer (between Pass 
over and Pentgcost ), but on the auspicious and happy day of the 53rd of the Omer. 
God at last took compassion on his miserable and dejected people and put an end 
to the plague. Ever since the pestilence has been commemorated during the 
Omer, when betrothals do not take place and marriages are not celebrated and al! 
feasting and merriment are eschewed. But the Jird day of the Omer (the [sth 
day of Ivar) has since been observed as a semi-festival. 

{ NOBLE ROMAN MATRON, 

A miraculous related by Rabbi Akiba in the Babylonian Talmud 
(Nedarim 50a R’mah |) who made a collection for the sufferers by the plague 
and famine and for the relatives of the breadwinners who were stricken down. 
His own fortupe he spent in relieving distress; but he found that small contri 
butions were inadequate and turned to the noble lady Vetruvia Colonna, a distin 
guished matron who inhabited a splendid villa by the sea-shore at Jaffa. There 
Vetruvia Colonna made the acquaintance of the Jewish sages, and studied with 
veal and diligence the sacred Scriptures. It was after her husband’s death that 
she settled permanently in Palestine in order to enjoy the company of Jewis! 
doctors at her country-house. She was enormously rich. Rabbi Akiba paid hera 
visit and solicited a loan of half-a-million golden denarii te alleviate the pressing 
necessity of the people. The Roman matron received the venerable and famous 
teacher of Israel with alacrity and joy.

“Ten of the largest landowners of this town and district would gladly stand 
surety if the sum were larger.” 

“ This surety is not sufficient for such a tremendous amount.” 

‘Look, yonder the immeasurable sea is raging; can thou count 
And vet there may not be so many as half a million.” 

“No. Imust have other guarantors. Cans’t thou promise me, Rabbi, that 
the God of Israel and of the ocean will be guarantors? Then I will advance thee 
that large sum.” 

* As thou hast spoken, lady, so be it. God and the ocean shal! be sureties 
that from to-day one vear hence the whole amount will be refunded to thee.” 

Then she entrusted the Rabbi with the money, and so he rescued the widows 
and orphans and many of the distressed from famine and death. A part of the 
money he advanced to some to work up their businesses, and this after a short 
period they repaid. For the rest, he issued an appeal to all the wealthy and 
benevolent Jews, and before the time for the restitution of the money approached, 
he had collected the whole sum. But he was suddenly seized with a terrible fever 
and lay unconscious for many days. At ‘length the day came and Vetruvia 
Colonna awaited the Rabbi with great impatience. At noon he had not arrived, 
and at last the sun was declining and abating his burning rays, yet neither Rabb 
Akiba nor any of his messengers appeared. 

A MIRACLE. 

In despair Vetruvia Colonna left her house, and, with great impatience, 
paced up and down at the sea-shore. “Almighty God! creator, bounteous and 
benign,’ she cried, “ | relied on Thy assurance! Command the sea to yield forth 
its treasures and restore my property and possessions! " 

When she had uttered this prayer, she raised her eyes and riveted them on 
the tempestuous sea; and lo! what was there at her feet? She beheld 
a splendid casket adorned with precious rubies and stones which the waves 
had brought to her from afar. She attempted to lift it, but it was too heavy, and 
she had to summon her servants, who carried it to her house. 

The valuable casket, which could only be opened with difficulty, contained 
the exact sum of half-a-million pounds (Denarii), the sum by which she had saved 
so many precious souls from distress and degradation. 

“God has performed a miracle,’’ she exclaimed, 
praised!’’

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Colonising in the Orient. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH DR. ALFRED NOSSIG. 


N active campaign has been proceeding in London on the part of the 
(,eneral Jewish ¢ ol nising irvanisation. A fe w weeks aco we mentioned 
that in econiunetion with two other bodies a tract of land had been 
acquired at Rapha, in Egyptian Palestine, for the purpose of founding a 
colony lhe Organisation has its headquarters in Berlin, and Dr. Alfred 

Nossiyv ia Chairman of the Executive ¢ ommittee. A meeting has been arranged 

for next week, at which Dr. Nossig is to report upon the progress of the Organisa 

tion, and he was good enough to give our represen- 
tative some particulars of its aims and purposes. 
“The Organisation was founded,” declared 

Dr. Nossig. “ because of the unfavourable change 

which had been noted to have taken. place in 

different countries so far as Jews were concerned. 

Naturally the main consideration are the Jews of 

Russia, and we have long since given up hope that 

anv immediate extension of the Pale of Settlement 

will take piace. This means that the economic 
situation of the people must get worse and worse, 
unless thes can free themselves by migration.” 
And therefore, as has many times been pointed 
out. there is this emigration from Russia ’ 
~ (Jnite so, Russian Jews are forced to emigrate. 
With them it is a question of mental, moral and 
phvsical starvation, and the question permanently 
before us is Wohin?’ ” 
And does vour Organisation say * Wobin” 
“Ves: our view is that the best colonising 
districts are to be found in the Onrent,. in Turkey 
and North-Eastern Egvpt. For there are to be 
found there large, fertile. uninhabited tracts of land, and in that quarter of the world 
there are already beginning very promising nucle: of Jewish colonisation, healthy 


and hopetf in themselves, and waiting for expansion... The Turkish Constitution 

gives security for such colonisation, and so far as North-Eastern Egypt is concerned, 
lonists will be safe there under the protection of the English flag.” 
What hope have vou of anv support for emigration to the Onent 

‘The verv best. There have been formed within the last few years in 


Russia, in Ro imMania and the | nited States of America, many new ASSOCIATIONS 
and groups, some of which are well-supplied with funds and which have for their 
Object the a pure ment and settlement of territories exclusively in the Onent. 
Sach groups exist in Bielostok, Moscow, Wilna, Krermentschug, also in Jassy, as 
well asin New York and St. Louts.” 

And will the people go” 

“Of that I have little doubt, because there is what 1 may call an individual 
movement by no means unextensive towards the Orient. Hundreds of well-to-do 
coreligionists are now arriving looking for suitable territories. It is, bye-the-by, 
the bigs st mistake poss ble to 1magine that those who are now emigrating to the 
Orient on their own account are begvars and ue'er-do-wells, or what you call in 
England undesirable immigrants. Nothing of the kind. They are well-to-do 
people determined to start a new life in conditions most favourable to Jews; but 
what the Orient needs besides this, of course, is the labour force, and that is 
by no means the least important aspect of the Orecanisation 's business.” 

Hlave you received much encouragement from those who are anxious to see 
a betterment of our people's conditions 

“Yes: many intluential philanthropists have approached the initiators of our 
Organisation, offering to support Jewish colonisation in the Orient, always provid. 
ing, of course, that our colonising should be purely economic and humanitarian in 
character and based on sound business principles.” 

Then vour Organisation arms at——?” 

“A combination of all these elements. The tinancial support that is avail. 
able, the desire to emigrate on the part of,well-to-do settlers, the finding of. the 
labour force that is necessary tn any colonisation, the moulding into united effort 
of the various groups that exist so that all may be worked, well-organised, on a 
large scale. You see,” proceeded Dr. Nossig, “separate groups and private land 
buvers will hardly ever be able to gain this end. Small allotments capable of 
cultivat.on are very rarely purchasable in these regions. For the purpose of 
successful settlement large territories must, asa rule, be acquired. They must then, 
speaking generally, undergo ameliorative cultivation and only then can they be with 
safety and utility allotted. If we take this aspect of the question alone we think 
itcan onlv be solved through some large Organisation ; but then, in addition to that, 
provision must also be made for granting to settlers agrarian credit on low and long 
terms. Then again, to found new colonies ts one thing, to place them systema- 
tically and economically under expert managenrent is another. Only such an 
institution as we hope to make of ours can be in a position to realise satisfactory 
conditions for the settlers.” 

Assuming all you say is correct, Dr. Nossig, surely there are plenty of existing 
organisations which could solve these problems? 

“ly answer to that is in the very fact that the groups who are working in 
the manner to which I have referred and the philanthropists who are willing to 
support our Organisation have not made common cause with any existing organi- 
sation. But which are the organisations? The Al/iance Isradlite Universelle and 
the /1i/fsverein der Deutschen Juden do not go in for colonisation. Nor does the 
Ica in the Orient, except so far as they carry on the Edmond de Rothschild work in 
Palestine. The Zionist Organisation represents an idealistic, cultural and national 
movement. The Ito would go in for colonisation in the Orient or anywhere else, but 
it demands autonomy as the basis of any colonising effort. Our Organisation, on 
the other hand, is content with founding colonies and leaving such questions 
altogether ontside its purview. Consequently our Organisation, we contend, fills a 
real want. It does not run counter to any other organistion, and must, either 
directly or indirectly, be helpful to some or all of them.” 

Then, to put it shortly, your Organisation is purely a philanthropic one, 
engaged only in finding a haven of refuge for poor Jews ? 

“ Decidedly ; we ignore all political objects in toto. We look at the poor, 
oppressed Jews in Russia and we see an enormous force running to waste under 
the harrow of bitter persecution. We wish to transplant that force to the soil of 
the Orient, there to employ itself to the advantage of the country to which it is 
taken and to the security and betterment of the people who are rescued.” 

“No, I will not say very much about Rapha here,” proceeded Dr. Nossig, 
“ because I am going to say all I have to say about it at the meeting on Tuesday 
next. I have seen the letter in the JEWISH CHRONICLE from Mr. Levene, of 
Jaffa, and really his accusation is entirely unfounded. I have never claimed to 
be the originator of thé Rapha project, and I have never given anybody reason to 
suppose that { did. Mr. Levene has not done suflicient credit to the part which 
the Society Agudas Israel played in the starting of the project, but he is welcome 
to all the credit he may ask for himself in the matter. All I ask of him is that 
he shall come in and work with us in the realisation of the project.” 

Is Rapha, then, the one object of your Organisation ? 

“Oh, dearno! Far from it. We hope to help two groups, the Bielostok 
Land-Acquiring Society and the Agudas Israel of Jaffa, which are both of them 
c0-operating with us, under agreement, in the foundation of several new colonies. 


These colonies, however, in themselves we will regard as merely the initiation of 
systematic colonisation ona .arce scale.” 

You are ambitious ? 

“ Hardly that,” said Dr. Nossig with a smile, “it ts not our ambition that 
impels us to large activity, but the immense problem with which we are con 
fronted. In order to effect any good, we must provide colonisation facilities for » 
very large number of our persecuted brothers.” 

Then vou do not believe that the Russo-Jewish problem can be solved 
Russia 

“No: for the reason I have already mentioned, that I do not see any pea: 
prospect of anv extension of the Pale of Settlement nor of a bettering of the « 
dition of our brethren who are suffering under the May Laws. In fact,” said Jr 


Nossig conclusion. Wwe are cori inced that our plan of helping our broths rs 
the only one which under al! conditions ts fensible and which can bring them he); 
within a reasonable time and which will avoid many difficult complications. Ay 


essential! point with us is the comm reial principle in colonisation. We Are jus’ 
now fouading the Orient Colonising Company, Ltd., as an English Company, and 
it is because we look to a large amount of support on the part of English Jew: 
for our humanitarian work that we have called the meeting for next Tuesday 
when I hope that our English branch of the Organisation may be placed upon 
sound and helpful footing.

“The synagogue,” he said, “has bought the property that surrounds it 
order to protect its interests, as the Crown lease of Lin whole bloe k will ‘ \pire 
about four or five vears’ time.

Mr. Samuel has hopes that the s\ nacgogue will be preserved Intact on account 
of its architectural beauties. “It would be a pity . he remarked, “if the s 
gouvue were destroved, as itis built and decorated in the Georgian style, and is one «f 
the few S\Vnagocues in London possessing any distinction of architectural! stvie.” 


Asked as to the financial position of the svunagogue, Mr. Samuel stated that 
it has invested funds. accumulated from legacies, of about £11.000. ae 
amount.” he said. has be enti carefully husbanded ih view of the bilrts 


of rebuilding, but should it be necessary to rebuild an appeal to the public would 
still be requisite.’’ 

Mr. Samuel! drew attention to the fact that the s\nagovue was fortunate i 
having attached to it several families who had been seatholders for several genera 
tions. His grandfather (father of the late Lord Swaythiling), the late peer, and 
the present Lord Swaythling, for example, have all been seatholders. 

In regard to the legacies made to the synagogue, Mr. Samuel pointed out that 
their large amount was due to the fact that in the case of the Western Svnagog 
legacies beque athed to the Syhbagiogue were use d for the Purposes of the sv nau Mit 
and were not diverted for the purpose of meeting the deficits of other synagogues 
The moral of this was to be seen in the significant fact that in the last few vear: 
the legacies bequeathed to the Western Synagogue have exceeded, so Mr. Samuel 
believes. the legacies left to all the constituent synavovgues of the I nited Svua 
gogue put together.

LAWS OF MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 

More than any other department of Rabbinical levislation the laws of marriage 
and divorce are matters of international concern. On such questions as those of 
Sabbatical aud festal observance it might not he considered undesirable for different 
countries todevelop Minhagim of their own, but no orthodox communits could take 
upon itself to license a marriage which would not be recognised as ane) mene nt 
by the Jewries of the world. To refuse to take account of laws in force in all 
countries would be to set. up an impediment to international marriages among Jews. 
As the “second day” institution is the feature of festival observance which 
presents the greatest anomaly in modern times, so in the marriage laws the sur 
vival of the Chalitza ceremony is an anachronism which most urgently calls for 
drastic reform. The whole conception of Rabbinisim sutfers while the laws of 
Chalitza remain on the statute book and the ecclesiastical authorities are bound 
to administer them. It is matter of common knowledge that many @ widow has 
been debarred in recent times from remarrying because her brother-in-law has

Miss Cowen, however, put in one useful suggestion, which deserves the con 
sideration of the authorities.

These institutions want to 
take curable cases and only some twenty per cent. of all the detinite cases of con 
sumption are in the curable stage. lf the sanatoria to be built under the Insurance 
ill are to be conductedon similar lines, then they would only deal, according to 


Miss: Cowen, with a small percentage of the phthisical cases, and those not 
the most dangerous. On the other hand, the remaining eighty per cent. 
are very dangerous is sources of infection to the rest of the com 


munity, and if the disease is to be stamped out, it is precisely these people who will 
have to be taken into immediate consideration. “ What might be done,” Miss 
Cowen remarked, “ts to have a scheme of passing the more advanced cases through 
the Sanatorium for «a short while, so as to teach them how to look after them 
This was tried, with satisfactory results by Dr. Newsholme, and his 
experiment is still being continued The ideal scheme upon which the Govern. 
ment should embark is, in reality, three-fold: (1) Sanatoria for cases in the early 
stave ; (2) similar institutions for the more advanced cases. for the purpose already 
described; and (3) homes where the hopeless cases could be kept until death. 
This last category 1s the most dangerous class from the point of view of their sur 
roundings and the necessity of removing them is, therefore, all the more urgent.” 
THE HELPS SOCIETY. 

The relations of the Sick Room Helps Society to the Insurance Bill are also a 
matter of interest. This Society has a provident system of assisting maternity 
cases ; and it was stated in the last annual report that the provident members 
had contributed in small weekly payments £1,280, and that 1,624 such members 
had claimed attendance in confinement. How are these operations of the society 
going to be affected by Mr. Lloyd George’s proposals regarding maternity benefit ’ 
How, too, will what may be called the purely eleemosynary maternity cases taken 
charge of by the society be affected by the new scheme? 

Mrs. Model, the able Hon. Secretary of the Society, inclines to the belief that 
itis not the society as an organisation so much as the beneficiaries, who will be 
affected by the Bill. At the present moment the Society limits its payments to 
the beneficiaries, to skilled nursing in the later stages of confinement. The new 
scheme will enable a doctor or midwife to be provided for, without strain upon 
the household resources or recourse to charity. Further, Mrs. Model thinks that 
it will be possible for better nourishment to be provided for the beneficiaries. In 
addition, she holds the view that fewer free maternity cases will come to the 
society from the Jewish Board of Guardians; and, generally, Mrs. Model believes 


that the Bill, by diminishing sickness, will tend to reduce the most prolific source 
of pauperism:,

As for the Jewish Board of Guardians, one need only recall the fact that its 
medical, maternity and sanitary expenditure last year was £2,053, £235, and 
£544 respectively, to see that its operations are liable to be influenced considerably 
by the new scheme. Further, any scheme for insuring against unemployment in 
the boot and tailoring trades may exert a direct effect upon the Board. As many 
as 534 persons engaged in branches of the boot trade and 974 engaged in the 
tailoring and clothing trades sought relief last year. In the preceding year, the 
figures were 721 and 1,182. But the question always arises, in such matters, 


whether indirect relief given by the State would not be counter-balanced by a 
falling-off in charitable subscriptions. 


The position of the Jewish Friendly Societies themselves, under the scheme, is

There 1s no sort of possibility of mistaking the Chancellor’s attitude towards 
the allen. He has stated definitely that aliens are not entitled to the State con- 
tribution, but are “entitled” to make their own contribution and to the addition 
of the contribution of their emplovers: “ If we did not levy these contributions,” 
Mr. Lloyd George explains *' we should be placing a premium on the employment 
of aliens.” But we deprive them under the Bill of the State contribution of 
twopence. The employer must pay his fourpence, and the alien his threepence. 

Other friendly society workers who have gone through the Bill look upon this 
section as an inducement to make the shop club general, thus making it 
impossible for the friendly society to compete with it. The growth of the shop 
club system is deprecated on many sides. It is held to interfere with the freedom 
of the individual, who invariably joins because he cannot help himself; more 
often than not refusal to do so would mean the loss of his job. The shop club, 
given State sanction, would place the worker vet further under the heel of his 
master, and make a far worse state of affairs than exists at the present time. 

The ramifications of the Bill are far-reaching indeed. As far as can be 
vathered, any amalgamation of the Jewish societies is out of the question. Quite 
apart from the chaos which must inevitably result, the introduction of uniform 


contributions and benetits, etc., it must be borne in mind that a great army of 


officials, secretaries and collectors, would be thrown out of employment. 

After all, this is a scheme of national benefit. and the Chancellor would be the 
last person in the world knowingly to bring disaster upon hundreds of societies 
that have weathered the storm decades before State Insurance was ever dreamed 
of. He is far too sincere a democrat to desire to inflict unnecessar\ hardship upon 


a section of loval citizens whose thrift has ever set a standard worthy of general 
emulation. 


A Conference was held on Wednesday evening attended by representatives of 
the Order Achei Brith, Grand Order of Israel, Order Achei Ameth, Hebrew Order 
of Druids, andthe Order Shieldof Abraham.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir.—In view of your ~ Notes of the Week ” in the last issue of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, I think I ought to make it clear that my statement at the Council 
meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association to the effect that there are no suitable 


Hebrew text-books for use in a large school did not, of course, refer to the Bible. 
I think it ought to be understood, as I tried to make it clear at that meeting, that 
the Hebrew of the Evelina School is sufficient and efticient—the children all speak 
it fluently and correctly. Lam not a Zionist further than that I live and work in 
Zion, but I love our Hébrew tongue and deeply deplore the absence of Hebrew 
school books—the majority of those in existence are really very bad and quite unfit 
for children. We cannot teach Hebrew as a living language from the Bible to 
mites of five. 

As a matter of fact as our children are only taught Hebrew in the first two 
vears of their school lives we must have simple Hebrew books and reading sheets, 
and such books have been prepared under my own direct supervision, but, of 
course, I have not been able to provide for all grades of the school. It is a 
herculean task for otie person to undertake to write suitable books for the teaching 
of every subject in the curriculum of even a very elementary school. May I call 
attention to the fact that it is impossible to give object lessons in Hebrew on the 
most rudimentary ideas of botany and zoology, so necessary in a kindergarten, as 
there are no expressions for such. Modern Hebrew is in the making and I hold 
that it would be cruel to sacrifice a school to sentimentality. 

One other point. The people in Palestine who cry out against our English 
and who have succeeded in a measure in influencing people over here, are 
sible is taboo—thev will only have it taught in the light of 
Higher Criticism—~the teachers almost without exception “ Nationalists,” men and

women who call for a Hebrew nation without the Jewish religion. the party 
amongst whom even the Milah has been abolished. [ maintain that teachers 
holding such views are not tit to educate Jewish children. ‘Things are, indeed, 


Gilbertian in Palestine. It is the very expression | often use myself in describing 
our topsy-turvydom, and it is a sad but true fact that the Holv Land harbours 
amonyst its Jewish-born dwellers many who are determined foes to Judaism and 
who are actively engaged in propaganda to that effect. 

We must not associate ourselves in any way with such a movement, and this 
is one of the principal reasons why the Evelina School should not be called a 
Hebrew School, though it teaches more Hebrew than any other town schoo! in 
Palestine ; but a Jewish school teaching Hebrew and English side by side. The 
language of ““command’”’ in the school is necessarily English, ; head is an 
Englishwoman, and the spirit of the school is ultra-orthodoxism. Visitors to ou! 
vast institution, of many shades of belief, wil! testify to the fact that the com 
bination is by no means an unhappy one.

JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


Mr. Coleman P. Hyman on the Development of Australian Jewry. 


Under the auspices of the Jewish Historical Society Mr. Coleman P. Hyman 
delivered an address on the Development of Australian Jewry at & meeting of the 
Society at the Mocatta Library, University College, on Monday night, Mr. 
Lucien Wolf, the President, occupied the Chair. 


In introducing the lecturer, Mr. WOLF said that Mr. Hyman had long been 
a very active worker in Australian Jewry and came here with an excellent reputation. 


The LECTURER at the outset of his remarks said that it was known that among 
the number who left Portsmouth in 1788 for Australia many were by birth or 
name coreligionists. But early as was the arrival in Australia of a number of core 
livgionists, the records showed that among the number who in the ordinary course 
of events were compelled to pass the enfire remainder of their lives under the 
supervision of badly paid officials, not a Jewish name was to be found. From 
what he had already said, they would therefore understand that to fix the date of 
Jewish settlement in Australia they must call to mind the 26th January, 178s. 
They did not -tind a single Jewish oth ial among the 1,050 souls arriving by 


the first fleet to Australia, although he ventured to think that Captain, 
afterwards Admiral, Phillip, who was among those,’ was a Jew. Arthur 
Phillip was a son of a Jacob Phillip, a native of Frankfort, and le 
suggested that the society should investigate further into the matter 
In 1789, when a number of men forming the New South Wales Corps, 
paraded at Chatham Barracks prior to embarkation. for New South Wales 
there were two at least who might pass muster as of being of Jewish descent. bk 
1816. a few Jews had begun to give some consideration to the faith they by birth 
belonged to, and the lecturer then read extracts ‘from a document, hitherto 


unpublished, written by a Jew, detailing certain events in the life of a few early 
and dealt chiefly with burial arrangements and the efforts put 
forward for acquiring a burial ground. The tirst burial ground was acquired 
n 1830. when Mr. Joseph Barrow Montetiore and his co-trustees were appointed 
From this time onwards the number of increased, and with it 
there was greater Jewish communal activity. But the Jews alsoquickly began to take 
an interest in affairs more general, and in the ‘thirties, when a leading colonist 
raised petitions debarring certain of the settlers from enumerated privileges, it wa 
found that among the free citizens who signed these petitions were the leading 
citizens and several Jews, including John ‘Jacobs, Samuel Phillips, Edward 
Salomon, and L. J. Spver, the last named being one who did good. service in 
the establishment of the Svdney Hebrew Congregation. On the Australhan 
Patrotic Association, established in 1834, there were Jews, again 
the interest taken by Jews in the public affairs In 1828, the Jewish population 
in Australia must have numbered some 95 souls, but.so rapidly did this increase, 
that in 1841, there were some Australia It was in 1835 that 
the first theatre was opened in Sydney, bya Jew, and the production of the first opera 
in the Colony eleven vears later was entirely due to Jewish initiative. Though the 
first Parliament in 1856comprised no Jewish representatives, several members of our 
faith were returned a few years later. The University of Sydney first conferred 
the B.A. degree in 1857, and less than ten years after, David Moss Myers obtained

Also at this time a director of the Bank of 
Australia was a Jew, Jacob L. Montefiore, he being a member of th

tion of the services rendered by the Montefiores in developing the commercial 
prosperity of South Australia and New South Wales. The share taken by Jews in New 
South Wales to-day in public affairs was less prominent in comparison with 
the earlier days. ‘The lecturer then traced the birth of a number of Jewish 
institutions in New South Wales, and referred to a nuinber of Jewish families who 
had been prominently identified with the growth and activity of our coreligionists 
in the Colony to the establishment of the VaTIOUS SV hAaAvoUUeSs. Owing Lo exigencies 
of time, the lecturer was only able to deal with New South Wales. His 
remarks were made the more interesting by the great number of photographs and 
MSS. that were on view. 


Legisiative besides taking a prominent part in general matters. 
name of Montefiore was given to a township, 250 miles from Sydney, 


Dr. 5. A. HIRSCH, in moving a vote of thanks to the lecturer, said that history 
in general and Jewish history in particular would not present such difficulties if 
at the outset of the creation of communities records were taken before the 
elapse of long periods. They were grateful to Mr. Hyman for taking the pains 
he did to set before them the history of the development of Jews, and the 
part they took in developing Australia. 


Mr. NEVILLE D. COHEN, in seconding, said that Judaism flourished in 
Australia. He compared the synagogue services there with those in this country, 
and said that for old timé ceremonial and tine decorum, London synagogues wer 
far behind. 


Mr. MORRIS: BRODZKY said that for the detailed particulars of the history 
and advance of Judaism in Australia, one must search in the archives of Finsbury 
Square, where could be seen documents that had passed between the early Jewish 
settlers in Austraha and the Rabbinate here. He expressed his regret that the 
lecturer confided himself to New South Wales, and said that the Jews of Victoria 
and Melbourne also took a prominent part in the development of Australian 
Jewry. It was extraordinary that.out of the one hundred-and-twenty members of 
the Victorian Parliament, no less than twelve were Jews. or representing over 
ten per cent. of the Jewish population of the State. It had been calculated that 
half a Jew per cent. would properly represent the Jews in Parliament in Victoria. 
He instanced other particulars showing the great rise and eminence of the Jews in 
Melbourne and Victoria. 


Dr. M. EPSTEIN asked whether it was true that the proportion of mixed 
marriages in Australia was practically the largest in the world. 
_ Mr. WOLF said there might be a prehistoric chapter on Australian Jewry that 
might repay investigation. 
The vote was carried. 


Mr. HYMAN in acknowledging explained that he intended to deal with Mel- 
bourne and Victorian Jewry, and had in his hands that evening references to all 
the States, but the time at his disposal did not allow of an extension of his 
address. In reply to Dr. Epstein, he said that intermarriage in Australia was 
deplorably widespread. One wondered what would happen to Australian Jewry 
a few years hence if the present high rate of mixed marriages continued.

THE SHOPS BILL. 


DEBATE IN GRAND COMMITTEE. 


The Standing Committee of the House of Commons which is considering the 
Shops Bill entered yesterday week on the consideration of Clause 4, which deals 
with Sunday trading. Discussion centred on the following sub-section :— 

Where the occupier of a shop is a person of the Jewish religion, and the shop and 
.!) other shops (if any) belonging to him are closed for serving customers from nightfall 

» Friday to nightfall on Saturday, the shop may be kept oe for serving customers of 
»e Jewish religion, but no other customers, until two o'clock in the afternoon on Sunday, 
‘all the shop assistants employed for the purpose are persons of the Jewish religion. 


Mr. GLYN JONES moved to delete this sub-section. No special clause, he 
intained, was necessary to deal with the Jewish question. The matter should 
lealt with as the Bill proposed to deal with street markets, the Home Secretary 
ng power to declare that any particular area was an area largely inhabited by 
CWS. 
Mr. CHURCHILL said the proposal in the Bill was agreed to by the Jewish 
opresentatives, who came to him asa deputation. He understood that, on reflec 
these representatives had revised that position. The cause of anxiety, he 
eved, was lest vexatious prosecutions might be undertaken against shopkeepers 
rving non-Jewish customers, but he believed it would not be impossible in 
actice to enforce the Bill without unnecessary prosecution occurring. 
Mr. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD contended that what the Home Secretary 
red was the privilege of remaining closed, taking into account Jewish holiday 
d the universal half-holiday, for 118 days in the place of the Christian shops 
pers’ seventy-eight. 

Mr. DICKINSON maintained that under the Bill the Jewish trader would be 

yle to keep open during the most lucrative part of Saturday, and would really 
civen the opportunity of trading seven days a week during eight or nine months 
f the vear. 
Sir GEORGE KEMP said he intended to move an amendment later deleting 
e words “until two o'clock in the afternoon,” with a view to inserting “ until 
such an hour in each trade as the local authority may appoint.” 

The Hon. H. L. W. LAWSON said the solution of the Government would 
prove hopeless in the working. If the Home Secretary asked him, “ What would 

a do?” he would reply with Lord Melbourne's question, “Why can’t you leave 
+alone?” (Hear, hear.) As a matter of fact, nobody was dissatisfied with the 
existing conditions. The sort of local option by agreement which prevailed had 

rked very well, and there was no cause to disturb it. What was proposed in 
the Bill would satisfy nobody. He had in his hand a letter from the East London 
Jewish Shopkeepers’ Protection Association, which said that in the view of the 
(Association the clauses in the Bill meant “ruination.” Workers in Jewish 
factories did not come out until four in the afternoon on the Sunday. So that to 

ve half the Sunday was to give no concession at all, since it did not give people a 
chance to buy. It was necessary for people in the East End of London to shop 
‘ate on Sunday, owing to the peculiar conditions of labour. The Bill was going 
to interfere with life in the East End to a greater extent than the Government 
‘ealised. 

Mr. CHURCHILL: What does the hon. member mean by leaving things as 
they are? Does he mean leaving London outside the scope of the Bill?

Mr. DE ROTHSCHILD upon this did not move his proposal, but it was moved 
by Mr. MALCOLM, and a division took place, when, by 37 to 6, the amendment 
was rejected. 

The Committee adjourned till yesterday, when discussion was to be resumed 
on Sir George Kemp’s amendment. 


JEWISH PROTEST MEETING 


Under the auspices of the East London Jewish Protection Association, a public 
meeting was held on Wednesday, at the Jewish Working Men's Club, to protest against 
the Sunday Trading clauses of the Bill. 

Mr. Harry Barnett, who presided, said the Bill in its present form was causing a 
great deal of alarm among Jewish shopkeepers. It hit the butchers specially hard, 
wing to the three days’ limit to the Kashruth of meat after it was slaughtered. They 
would never have believed that it would ever be made necessary for a shopkeeper to ask 
his customer whether he was a Christian ora Jew before serving him. In some parts of 
London, Sunday trading was certainly unnecessary, but in Middlesex Street and the 
t.ast End they appealed for local option to trade. 

Mr. G. ROSENFELD, Secretary and founder of the Association, said that Mr. 
‘hurchill and the Government thought that the allowance of Saturday night and 
Sunday morning trading was a great concession, but they were mistaken. In the 
summer, for instance, the Jews had sometimes to wait as late as half past nine to make, 
‘heir purchases. Then on Sunday many people who did not work on Saturday were 
ften kept at work till, and received their wages as, late as four o clock, and shopping, if 
iesired, would then be impossible. There were objections to Sir George Kemp 8 motion, 
which did not suggest any hour to which to extend the two o'clock regulation on 
Sundays. It only gave power to local bodies to lengthen and limit the hours of trading 
according to requirements, and although they had municipal friends in Whitechapel the 
‘majority on the Council were not over-favourably disposed towards Jewish interests. 
\fter the Jewish Board of Deputies had misguidedly accepted the two o clock proposi- 
tion Mr. Alexander had now awakened to the real danger and was now trying his best, 
with the help of the Jewish Members of Parliament, to get things remedied? but it was 
for the traders to help themselves. 

Mr. Lewis Moses moved a resolution to the effect that the Sunday clauses of the 
Billin their present form would very seriously affect both the religious and the business 
interests of the East End Jewish traders, and therefore the Committee be authorised to 
draw up and forward to the Home Secretary its objections and proposals with regard to 
those clauses of the measure. 

The Rev. Mr. RaBBINOVITCH, in seconding the motion, said that the limiting of 
Sunday trading facilities would be most harmful to Sabbath observance. 

Mr. L. E. Wurre, Treasurer of the Association, pointed out how, as would recently 
have happened, the Sunday regulation following a Jewish festival on Thursday and

Friday would very harmful to the Jewish trader. This would also apply to a 
Jewish holiday falling on Monday and Tuesday.

ACTION OF THE STEPNEY BOROUGH COUNCIL. 7 
At the meeting of the Stepney Borough Council on Wednesday the Mayor (Alderman 


H. Potter) alluded to the provision in the Shops Bill now before a Committee of the 
ouse of Commons to the effect that Jews shall close from sunset on Fridays to sunset 
on Saturdays and that they shall have the right of trading on Sundays ‘until two p.m., 
provided that the customers are confined to persons of the Jewish race. Alderman Potter 
moved a resolution expressing the opinion that any restrictions placed on Sunday trad- 
ing should apply to the respective trades without consideration of race or creed, and that 
the provision permitting trading with one race only on Sundays would be absolutely 
aan. The resolution was seconded by Alderman Kearsey and una.simously 
opted.

JEWISH DAY NURSERY. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting of the subscribers to the Jewish Day Nursery, New 
Road, was held on Tuesday at the Créche. 

Mrs. ADLER, who presided in the absence, through indisposition, of Lady 
Rothschild, the President, moved the adoption of the annual report, which is 
summarised in another column. She said that the report was highly satisfac- 
tory. The fact that in spite of the epidemics raging in the East End no case had 
occurred at the Créche, spoke well for the entire organisation and for the care 
taken by the Matron and nurses. The homes from which the infants came were 
periodically visited, and that fact also had contributed to the escape of the Nursery 
from infection. One important change had been made in the provision of meals 
for nursing mothers. They had always provided facilities for mothers to give 
babies proper nourishment, bat some arrived at the Nursery in the evening not in 
& fit condition for this holy task. They were now provided with a hot meal and 
an opportunity to rest. The cost was borne partly by the mothers and partly by 
private sources. She commented on the necessity for the Créche owing to the 
fact that many East End mothers were the sole support of the family and had to 
go to work. They hoped to extend the teaching of the care and management of 
children, which had been found so successful in connection with the neighbouring 
Council School. 

Mrs. MODEL, in seconding the motion, emphasised the value of the Créche 
as an educational centre both for mothers and children. 

The report and balance sheet were adopted. 

Dr. FREMANTLE, Medical Officer of Health for Hertfordshire, in moving 
a vote of thanks to the hon. officers and staff. referred to the value of the day 
nursery movement, and said that the Jewish Day Nursery embodied all the ideas 
of what a model Créche should be. 7 : 

Mrs. LIDIARD, founder of the Paddington Créche, in seconding the motion, 
said that the Jewish Day Nursery had been held up to them as an example, and 
they adopted many of the ideas that had been put into practice there. 

Dr. MorwIS, Medical Offier, acknowledged the vote. 

On the motion of Mr. FELIX A. DAVIS, seconded by Mrs. A. WOLFF, a vote 
of thanks was passed to Mrs. Adler for presiding.

HOME FOR AGED JEWS. 

The annual report of the Home for Aged Jews states that at the commencement of 
1910, 120 inmates were in the Home and thirty-two were admitted during the vear 
Reference is made to the building of the Hannah Davis Wing for married couples 
presented by Mr. Isaac Davis, and to the presentation of an electric lift by Mrs. Harris 
Lebus. who has undertaken tie cost of its maintenance.

In appealing to the public for increased support the Com 
mittee state that “all visitors to the Home acclaim it as a model institution and the 
Committee feel that they are not only engaged in valuable charitable work, but they are 
ilso at the same time helping to maintain the good name and prestige of the community 
The Medical Officer, in his report, says Amongst old people there will always be a 
certain amount of indefinite suffering not capable of being alleviated much by the 
Medical Officer, but capable of being considerably mitigated by the kindness and fore 
thought of those in authority at the Home, and | am convinced itis due to the kindness 
and the patient tact of the Master and Matrons that fewer cases have passed through 
mv hands The medical arrangements of the institution still remain of high order, and 
l am vrateful to the staff and Committee for 30 promptly carrying out any requests I 
have seen occasion to make from time to time.”

MOCATTA LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 

The annual report of the Mocatta Library and Museum states that the Library now 
contains approximately five thousand volumes. During the past twelve months 526 
volumes and pamphlets have been added to the-Library, 2454 by purchase and forty-two 
by presentation, The additions to the Library are mainly of books dealing with the 
history of the Jews thronghout the world, from the earliest times to the present day ; 
others are works on Judaism, Jewish literature and philosophy, Biblical criticism, and 
kindred subjects. The Library now contains some 1,00 books and pamphlets dealing 
with Jewish history, among them several early works of considerable interest and value 
The purchases made by the (Committee have of necessity been, with iu few exceptions, 
of works published within the last century. In making their purchases the Committee 
have had special help from the Rev. 5. Levy, whose services they acknowledge. 
W. Stevenson's painting of the head of a Jewish Rabbi, which was bequeathed to the 
Mocatta Museum by the late Madame Otterbourg of Paris, has been hung in the 
Library. “A Father of the Propaganda,” painted by Solomon Hart, R.A., formerly in 
the possession of Louisa Lady,Goldsinid, which was presented to University College by 
Lady Henley. has also been hung in the Library by permission of the College 
authorities. The Library is at present used only by afew students, but the Committee 
are taking steps to make it more widely known, and by carefully selecting the books to 
be purchased they hope to make it the Library to which all students of Jewish history, 
and especially of Anglo-Jewish history, will find it necessary to turn. 


HOME FOR JEWISH INCURABLES.—Last Sabbath, the patients had a 
poultry dinner, fruit, &c., given by Mr. Abraham L. Lazarus on the occasion of his 
seventieth birthday. Mr. Lazarus was for many years a member of the Board of Manage 
ment, and took a keen interest in promoting the welfare of the institution.

AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


In this week’s Sedrah are embodied some of the 
laws that the Israelites were to follow when they should 
have reached their own promised land, flowing with 
milk and honey, which the wanderers through the desert 
would hail as their home, “‘ When ye come into the land 
which I give you.” 

Prominent among them are the laws regulating the 
dealings with one’s neighbours—one’s “brothers,” as 
Holy Writ deems them—*‘if thy brother wax poor by 
thee and fall into decay by thee,” or if he sell away his 
possession. and have none to redeem it, or if, in the 
direst strait of all, he sell himself to buy the where- 
withal to live—in all these cases the law of mercy, of love, 
of true brotherhood is beautifully laid down for us. 

Far, far away these days of pastoral life seem to us 
now——far, far from us these laws of mercy and justice. 

Yet we must even now realise th® truth of which 
these laws are the outcome—the truth of the fact that 
we are all neighbours—all brethren, that the tie that 
unites us, great and small, rich and poor, worthy or 
unworthy, is God-made, unbreakable. 

A great writer says: “Our neighbour is man! 
wherever he may be found, whatever may be the colour 
of his skin, into whatever pit of misery or degradation 
he may have fallen. Neither principalities, nor powers, 
nor things present and to come, can ever break up that 
heaven-created relation.”
